The court shall enter an order that the record of the2

conviction be expunged by the clerk of the district court.3

Notwithstanding section 692.2, after receipt of notice from4

the clerk of the district court that a record of conviction5

for a violation of paragraph “a” has been expunged, the record6

of conviction shall be removed from the criminal history data7

files maintained by the department of public safety.>8
